KRIRE DHPARTMENT. 


The Engineers of the Fire Department of the town of Troy 
respectfully submit the following Annual Report :— 

The Engine, Hose Carriage, Fire Hook, Sled and Ladders, 
are all in good and efficient condition. We have some six 
hundred feet of Hose which has been in service for a long 
time, and consequently is old and not reliable. We would 
recommend to the town the purchase of two hundred feet of 
new Hose, for use in the case of fire, as we have not enough 
Hose in case we should need the assistance of the force pump 
at the Troy Blanket Mills. We have had only one alarm of 
fire the past year, that of E. Buttrick & Co’s Dry House, 
where there was not much damage done. There has been 
paid out for repairs the past year the sum of $13.10. The 
expenses of our Fire Department is very small compared with 
others of no more efficiency. We have four cisterns, situated 
at convenient points for a supply of water, which are all in 
good repair, and with some more Hose we should feel that the 
Department was sufficient for any and every emergency.

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In compliance with the laws of the State, the Superintend- 
ing School Committee submit the following Report of Schools 
in the town of Troy, for the year ending March 1, 1879 :— 

We can but express the satisfaction we feel in looking over 
the work of the year. For some years past it has seemed to 
be for the interest of our schools that the town should, to 
some extent, be re-districted; we are happy to report that this 
has been successfully accomplished, consolidating the Village , 
Districts and grading the schools which is a great advantage 
not alone to District No. 1, but all the remaining Districts. 

The average attendance in some Districts is below what it 
should be; and we earnestly request parents and guardians to 
assist in raising the standard of punctuality. 

We would again remind parents of the duty of visiting the 
school-room, and in this way encouraging both teacher and 
pupil. 

Our schools are in a prosperous condition, and to keep them 
so we must have a growing interest in them. We were sorry 
to notice in some schools a lack of promptness in answering 
questions, which required the teacher to help out by collateral 


questions, requiring only yes or no. It is a bad practice, per- 


nicioas to the pupil and hurting the credit of the teacher. 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 
NORTH PRIMARY DIVISION. 


Miss Lillian Wright, teacher, Summer term. Length of 
school, 8 weeks; Number of pupils, 87; Average attendance, 
33; Tardiness, 4. 
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Fall term by same teacher. Length of school, 10 weeks; 
Number of pupils, 33; Average attendance, 29; Tardiness, 6. 

This was Miss Wright’s first year of teaching, and her efforts 
were crowned with success. She studied to interest and in- 
struct her scholars; and possessing a large measure of enthu- 
siasm, tact, and patience, succeeded as but few would in sucha 
school. It is evident Miss Wright has not mistaken her call- 
ing, and if she pursues it, (as we trust she will,) we predict 
for her a noble life-work. 


GRAMMAR DEPARTMENT. 


Henry W. Farrar, Prudential Committee, Mrs. L. B. 
Wright teacher. In this department we had three terms of 
eight weeks each. Number of pupils, Summer term, 40; 
Average attendance, 87; Tardiness, 1. Number of pupils, 
Fall term, 46; Average attendance, 41; Tardiness, 6. Num- 

*ber of pupils Winter term, 47; Average attendance, 39; 
‘Tardiness, 5. | 

The method of instruction has been so systematized im this 
school, that it can but exert a beneficial influence in all of our 
districts. 

We note very thorough discipline and great advancement in 
all the branches. 


DISTRICT NO 2. 


Joseph F. Capron, Prudential Committee. Summer term, 
9 2-5 weeks, taught by Miss Julia Blanding, a teacher of 
some experience, but on account of sickness of teacher the 
school was closed without an examination. Number of pupils, 
41; Average attendance, 80; this district was then consoli- 
dated with No 1, as Primary Division South. 

The Winter term cf 10 weeks, was under the direction of 
Mrs. Emma EK. Maynard. Number of pupils, 88; Average 
attendance, 35 Mrs. Maynard has had considerable ex- 
perience. and the school under her wise and judicious manage- 
ment, made good improvement. 


— 
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DISTRICT NO. 2. 


Prudential Committee, Francis Clark. Miss Ambrey Lowe, 
teacher. This school was of one term of 14 weeks. Number 
of pupils, 10; Average attendance, 8. Miss Lowe possesses 
rare ability as an instructor, and we think the District was 
fortunate in procuring her services. The school though small 
contains some of our best scholars. At the examination it was 
manifest that commendable progress had been made by all. 
This District was changed from No. 6 to No. 2, in re-district- 
ing the town. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 


Henry F. Grout, Prudential Committee. The Summer 
term of eleven weeks was taught by Miss Minnie E. Warden, 
with good success. Number of pupils, 20; average, 16; after 
the close of this term, Mr. Grout moved from the District and 
Ira G. Starkey was appointed Prudential Committee. He 
procured the services of Miss Betsey R. Stanley, who taught» 
the Winter term of ten weeks. She has taught several terms 
in town previous to this, and at the closing examination, the 
scholars gave evidence of considerable improvement. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


Joseph E. Lawrence, Prudential Committee. The Summer 
term of 8 weeks, was taught by Miss Abby A. Alexander. 
Number of pupils, 20; Average attendance, 18. The Winter 
term of 11 weeks, was taught by same teacher. Number of 
pupils, 27; Average attendance, 28. This teacher was deser- 
vedly popular. Although sorely afflicted at the commence- 
ment, yet she manifested much energy and enthusiasm; and 
securing the co-operation of parents and scholars, as a natural 
consequence she had a wide awake school. 3
